He was stationed 
at Pearl Harbor when the Japs 
made their December 7 sneak 
attack and has been in most of 
the important naval actions in 
the South and Southwest Pacific 
since that time. Following his in¬ 
jury he suffered an attack of 
pneumonia.

Fast Filling Places In The 
Great Yards Of Men 
Called To Service 

"God bless the women — 
they’re doing a swell job,” said 
an executive of the concern who 
was conducting a party of news¬ 
paper publishers through the 
mammoth plant of the California 
Shipbuilding Co. on Terminal 
Island Friday afternoon They 
had seen hundreds of women 
working with welding arcs and 
all manner of tools, doing all 
kinds of jobs. At the moment 
they were passing a husky wom¬ 
an, evidently well past 40, who 
was rolling a large section of a 
ship’s funnel into place prepara¬ 
tory to going to work on it with 
a welding arc. It weighed sev¬ 
eral times more than she did and 
prompted a member of the party 
to inquire: 

"Are the women employed in 
the shipyards as satisfactory and 
efficient as the companies say 
they are, or is that just a line 
to encourage more women to sign 
up?” It was this question that | 
brought the "God bless the worn- ;

Many Meat Cuts lipped As 
Canned Milk Moves Into 
Restricted Column 

Canned milk went on the list 
of rationed foods yesterday when 
there was a further shake-up in 
the ration point value of various 
meat cuts and canned foods. 

Canned milk followed cottage, 
cream and other soft cheeses Into 
the ration column. Each one 
pound can of milk now calls for 
one ration point and OPA an¬ 
nounces arrangements have been 
made to supply hospitals and In¬ 
dividuals with necessary amounts 
upon presentation of doctor’s cer¬ 
tificates There will also be an 
adequate supply for infants and 
an acute shoratge is not antici¬ 
pated with rationing In effect, 
OPA said. 

Hamburger now requires six 
points per pound, a boost of one 
point from the old ration price 
The more expensive beef cuts 
have also reached a new celling. 
Each pound of porterhouse steak 
will require 11 points, an up of 
three points per pound. House¬ 
wives will now have to surrender 
five instead of four points for 
each pound of short ribs. Bone¬ 
less brisket is up from six to 
seven points per pound. 

Canned tomato juice aDd vege¬ 
table juice combinations contain¬ 
ing 70 percent or more of toma¬ 
to juice in containers of over 
four ounces and including seven 
ounces have been lowered to one 
point. 

Rationing certificates for new 
tires for passenger cars for 
which drivers with mileage ra¬ 
tions over 240 monthly are 
eligible, will be issued only when 
need for the replacements Is 
shown, the OPA has emphasized. 

In a great majority of cases 
this need cannot be shown by 
drivers whose casing can be made 
to give further service, by re¬ 
capping. This order was given by 
the OPA to clear up apparent 
misunderstanding of a recently 
announced change in the tire ra¬ 
tioning regulations whereby driv¬ 
ers with mileage over 240 month¬ 
ly, and whose present casings are 
not recappable, became eligible 
May 1 to buy any grade of tire 


A city-wide campaign to en¬ 
courage the planting of fall and 
winter Victory Gardens was au¬ 
thorized at a town meeting in the 
city hall Saturday night of local 
citizens interested In boosting the 
nation’s food supply. 

A census is now being taken 
of Sierra Madreans who already 
have or who plan to plant Vic¬ 
tory Gardens. The Block Mothers 
organization was asked to under¬ 
take this job. Later they will dis¬ 
tribute booklets prepared by the 
Los Angeles County Victory 
Garden Committee containing dia¬ 
grams, information and instruc¬ 
tions for the planting care of fall 
und winter crops 

Appointment of a committee 
was authorized by the meeting 
to canvss the city with the idea 
of locating and encouraging th6 
planting of neighborhood and 
community gardens where citi¬ 
zens do not have sufficient room 
for individual gardens. This com¬ 
mittee will locate available va¬ 
cant lots and negotiate with their 
owners for their use in the grow¬ 
ing of food supplies. 

A report from this committee 
will be submitted to another 
town meeting which it was unani¬ 
mously decided should be held 
soon and which F. D. R. Moote 
chairman of the Victory Garden 
committee, was directed to call.

Will women, after the war, go 
hack to th e home, to domestic 
duties, to pre-war professions, 
leaving the broader field to men 
returning from military service ? 

Will they resign their commis¬ 
sions, tear up their union cards, 
forswear their high wages and 
help to level out the available 
work with available workers? 

As more and more thousands 
of women daily are called into 
industry agriculture, science, 
medicine and business to fill 
draft created vacancies, the prob¬ 
lem of post war redistribition of 
work casts a legthening shadow 
ever the peace days to come. 

The big problem today is get¬ 
ting sufficient women into war 
work. Tomorrow's problem will 
be to get them out, and it is the 
bigger one. 

Though women are invited, ca¬ 
joled—and soon may be drafted — 
into men’s jobs today, it won’t 
be so when the peace is won and 
Johnny comes marching home. 
Joan’s indisposition to hand the 
job back to Johnny will be a 
source of major controversy just 
as it was after the last war 
when women used their wartime 
j labor leverage to gain their first 
real economic foothold. 

Millions are moving into war 
jobs today who will be asked to 
move out when the men sail 
home to become civilians again. 
Before the end of this year, ac¬ 
cording to the Barth semi-an¬ 
nual survey, the banking, real 
estate and insurance business of 
the Pacific Coast will be manned 
72 per cent by women, and the 
department stores will be run 

with a 67 per cent feminine per¬ 
sonnel. 

In Uncle San’s services, the 

I Waves alone will total 5.000 offi¬ 
cers and 75,000 enlisted women 
within the next few months. The 
Women’s Reserve will 4 be as large 
as the nation's pre-war Navy! 

In Britain it is believed war 

weary women will flock back to 
their homes when victory is won. 
Sir Gerald Campbell figures it 
this way; “One house in five 

■ must be rebuilt, and a woman 


Party campaign strategists, as ( 
they prepare for the 1944 elec- 
tions, are running smack up 
against the hard fact that the . 
American electorate has under- ( 
gone sweeping changes since the 
war began, with the result that 
many new hazards have been in 
jected into the always hazardous 
game of politics. 

The most obvious change, ot 
course, is that almost all of the j 
Nation's younger voters are in 
the armed forces, or will be there 
long bfetore election day— and 
relatively few are expected to 
make use of the absentee bal¬ 
lot, no matter how steamed up 
the party bosses may get about 
the matter. 

There are approximately 7,500,- 
000 men under arms at the pres¬ 
ent time, with 3,500,000 more 
scheduled to be mustered in—and 
while some are under voting age, 
the great majority would have 
the right to vote under normal 
conditions, but probably won't 
vote during 1944. That factor is 
a decisive disadvantage for the 
Democrats, as the registration ot 
younger voters has been propor¬ 
tionately higher in the Demo¬ 
cratic party than in the GOP. 

While the Democrats still hold 
a hefty lead over the Republicans 
in registration totals, that dis¬ 
parity will also be offset to some 
extent by the fact that many 
more women than men w'ill go to 
the polls next year. And the Re¬ 
publican party numbers more 
women members than men, witb 
the reverse true in the Demo¬ 
cratic Party. For the first time 
in the country s history, there 
were more women voters than 
men in the congrressional elec¬ 
tions last fall— and while there 
were other factors contributing to 
the debacle, the Democrats took 
a terrific shellacking. In Cali¬ 
fornia, too, the women’s vote was 
admittedly a big aid to Earl War¬ 
ren last year in overcoming the 
million registration advantage 
held by the Democrats, and in 
enabling him to defeat Demo¬ 
cratic Culbert L. Olson in the 
hotly-fought race for Governor. 

Women cast about 53 percent 
of the total vote in last year’s 
elections. Next year, it is expec¬ 
ted they will represent from 57 
to 60 percent of the vote total, 
with clear-cut dominance in every 
State in the Nation. 

Of lesser imporatnee, but not 
to be lightly discounted, is the 
fact that farmers will play a pro¬ 
portionately greater part in the 
elections next year, due to the 
policy of draft deferment for 
farmers now in effect. And just 
as women are generally more 
conservative in their voting then 
men, farmers are more conserva¬ 
tive than city voters. Also adding 
to the likelihood of a more con¬ 
servative trend at the polls in ’44 
is the fact Eiat war industries 
are paying boom wages. 

These changes in the body poli¬ 
tic, for the most part, seem to 
favor the GOP -and to nullify 
much of the Democratic edge in 
registration. The Democrats, on 
the other hand, will undoubtedly 
seek to make capital of the 
American people's normal disin¬ 
clination to swap horses in the 
middle of the stream.
